OF A DECEMBER 27 CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR ARTICLE 
ENTITLED "THE WORLD SITUATION: OUTLOOK FOR 1978. THE 
ARTICLE CONTAINS ONLY THE FOLLOWING PARAGRAPH ON SINO-US 
RELATIONS: "RELATIONS BETWEEN THE US AND CHINA ARE 
STALLED, AND IT APPEARS THAT THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION 

IS NOT BEING AS ACTIVIST IN ITS RELATIONS WITH CHINA AS IT IS 
IN ITS RELATIONS WITH THE SOVIET UNION." 

THE REST OF THE ARTICLE SURVEYS US RELATIONS WITH THE 

REST OF THE WORLD, NOTING THAT US RELATIONS WITH THE 

SOVIET UNION ARE STABLE BUT COULD GET "COMPLICATED" AND DIFFICULT 
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IF THE SOVIETS STEP UP INTERFERENCE IN WORLD TROUBLE SPOTS 
OR THE US PRESSES TOO HARD ON HUMAN RIGHTS IN COMMUNIST COUNTRIES. 
THE GREATEST PROBLEM IN ASIA IS GIVEN AS ECONOMIC RELATIONS WITH 
JAPAN.
